So much interest is manifested in 
this section regarding the effort to 
abandon the canals.of Ohio that cews 
oi the passage by the Louse of the 
measure suotitUnted for the Fainter 
oil! was received with delight. 
Tbe 


bill u comprehensive, and contains a 
nu-nber of important provisions. It 
follows: 
Section 1. That it is hereby de 


clared a* tbe settled policy of this 
stale thai the Miami and Erie ca&al, 
together with its water supplies, res- 
ervoirs, dams, feeders and adjacent 
lands from Cincinnati to Toledo shall 
be retained and maintained as a pub- Philadelphia 
»ic canal; also that, tbe same policy 
is hereby declar d as to tbe northern 
division o! tbe Ohio canal, together 
with its water supplies, reservoir*. 
dams, feeders and adjacent lands from 
Cleveland to Dresden on tbe Muskin- 
gum river; that no lands owned by the 
state in connection with either of 
these lines of canal shall be disposed 
of except by a special act- of the gen 
eral assembly of this state. 
Section ± That all boats, hereafter 
built for use upon either of sai j lines 
of canal tor freight transportation 
shall be paid for by tbe state at their 
then true value in .money if. at any 
time in tbe future, the policy of the 
state shall be changed by abandon- 
ment of eitber or both of said lines of 
canal so as to make such boats useless 
for transportation purposes. 
Section 3. It, is hereby declared as 
the settled policy of this state that 
tbe water supplies, reservoirs, dams. 
feeders and adjacent land thereto of 
the southern division of tbe Ohio ca- 
nal from Dresden Junction to Lock- 
borne, and from Columbus to. Porte- 
mouth shall be retained and main- 
tained. That within sixty -W: days 
after tbe passage of this act. the gov- 
ernor of the state snail appoint a 
non-partisan commission consisting of 
two members, who, together with the 
state 
engineer, shall constitute a 
board of commissioners.

shall, with the assistance of a stenog- 
rapher, which it is hereby authorized 
to employ to take all necessary testi- 
mony, proceed to investigate fully the 
condition of the southern division of 
the Ohio canal, and all the facts bear- 
ing aprm the question of its improve- 
ment, maintenance, its present and 
future usefulness as a canal.. together 
with all possible information bearing 
upon this subject, 
and report Lhe 
same, together with recommendations 
to the next genera! assembly, pending 
which repot t the same shall be kept 
open for navigation- 
Section 4. The said board of com- 


missioners, together with the board of 
public works, shall within tbe present- 
year investi ate ali present water rat* Of Chicago, were ime-sts of Dr. and 
contracts on tae two lines of caoai Mrs. C. H.Sie2rist*>n F.asr M.iin. 
mentioned infection l.aaa revise and 
readjust thcin upon a fair and equit- 
able basis as to the rents to be paid in 
the future.

the auditor 01 state. Said members, 
other than tbe engineer, shall also be 
entitled to receive their actual ex 
penses incurreJ while in the perfor- 
mance of their duties, and sucb rea- 
sonable compensation for tbe services 
of a stenographer, as the board of com- 
missioners may allow, and shall be 
paid by warrant on tbe treasurer of 
state upon vouchers being filed in tbe 
office of the auditor of state and ap- 
proved by the state engineer. 


While no action was taken looking 
to the appropriation of the necessary 
amount of money to maintain the ca- 
nals tbe vote indicates that there will 
be no difficulty rn taking care of that 
matter in the regular appropriation 
bill which tee finance committee is 
now making up. 
Tbe only fight will 
be on the amount., but tbe friends of 
tbe canals are now confident that a 
fair amount will be set aside for tbe 
improvement of at leas', the Miami & 
Erie and the northern -section of the 
Obiocanal, that part between Cleve- 
land and Dresden.
